IWo years after the Oklahoma City 
bombing, however, Idaho^ militiamen 
have evaporated - not with a bang, but 
vdth a whimpec 

Not that ueir movement ever was 
more than talk. Sam Sherwood la- 


~~heIea~Himself commandenin-chief oL 
something he called the ^‘United 
States Militia Association,” but his na- 
tional gatherings in IWin Falls never 
sedmed to attract more than a handful 
of edgy malcontents. 

These days, Sherwood says he is in 
the computer business in Utah. Hiat^ 
apparently too mundane for the man 
who once tried to fly for the Israeli air 
force; he says he’s pursuing a. job of 
some sort in the Central American na- 
tion of Belize. 

Such an ambition is no surprise. Ex- 
otic dreams were the militia move- 
ment^ raw materiaL Organizations of 
this type are nominally political, but 
at heart they are clearinghouses for 
square pegs. ThQr attract people who 
> are not content with the workaday 
world x people who find excitement 
and fulfillment in rhetoric about a 
coming sodal'meltdown. 

Sherwood stUl talks the old talk. He 


told our reporter ‘*There^ still a group 
of disenfranchised people waiting for 
the government to foil under its own 
weight, and they’ll be the ones who 
are ready. TheySe got their ^d sup- 
ply and theyTl be ready for when the 
mobs rage.”' 

What Sherwood and his pals never 
accepted was that few Americans to- 
day. have the itch to form raging 
■mo bsi - M ost : o f.us:a r e concern e d ^ ab on^ 
holding down jobs, raising famUies, 
making car payments and putting 
something away for retirement. You 
can't generate revolutionary fervor 
while worrying about your mutual 
fund. 

Also , for those who did imagine an 
armed struggle, the Okl^oma City 
bombing was a sobering reminder of 
where the radical road leads. A flirta- 
tion with rebellion can ^ow too ea^ 
into a courtship of calamity. 

Despite our national fondne^ for i 
griping, most Americans today under- 
stand that we are extraordinarily 
blessed with freedom and prosperity. 
Certainly we have problems, but none 
that combat boots and wild talk can 
solve. So the militias had little appeal 
beyond the fir^e. 

The hinge is still with us, of course. 

It will pop up again ~ if not as the 
“United States Milida Association,” 
then under some new name, but still 
prea chin g about sodety’s imminent 
collapse. And then it will ebb once 
more. 

Meanwhile, sodety will keep mud- 
dling along, conducting the humdrum 
business of everyd^ me, and defying 
the cranlQ' prophets of doom. 
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I was at the table, still am unheard

Adoption nightmare: Baby arrives 
amid joy, departs amid heartache

WASHINGTON — This is how 
their story ends; It is dusk in 
Rockville, Md., a few minutes 
before S o’clock, the dead of 
January, and Barbara Ship is 
upstairs in her town house, chang- 
ing the baby’s diaper fpr what she

a December afternoon, and Baibam 
Ship, intent on adopting him, was 
there in the birthing room for the

But what followed was uncertain- 
ty and heartache.

Review shows Soviets developed space-based weapons 


LONDON (AP) — While the former Soviet 
Union was publicly denouncing the U.S. “Star 
Wars" initiotive in the 1980s, it was secretly 
developing its own space-based weapon sys- 
tems, including a space battle station, accord- 
ing to Jane’s Intelligence Review. 

But there was a key difference in the Soviet 
and American approubes: The U.S. program 
was aimed at defending the country against 
ballistic missOe attacks, while the Soviet pn> 
gram' was designed to destroy enemy targets 
on the groimd as well, the nugozlfie sdd. 

Since the Soviet break-up in 1983, Jane’s 
^d, the Soviet program' “Hos'lc^' most, if not 


all, of its funding.” The U.S. government is 
stiU funding a multibillion-dollar research pro- 
gram for a scaled-down version of the “Star 
Wars” missile defense system. 

The Jane’s article, “Red Star Wars,” was 
written ^ Steven Zalogo, a nuUmry analyst for 
the Teal Group Corp. of Foiriox, Va., a defense 
and aerospace consultancy. He has written 
extensively on Rtissian missile development 

Zaloga said recent Russian revelations pr^ 
vide intriguing details on the Soviet program 
and show that Moscow’s propaganda cam- 
paign against “Star Wars” was partly intend- 
ed to'hide'“one of the Soviet Union’s most 


secret defense p r o gra ms." 

“These Soviet designs were dogs — real 
losers,” said John Pike, an cirocrt on Soviet 
missile defenses with the Federation of 
American Scientists in Washington. He said 
Zaloga relied on Russian material released - 
seve^ months ago but not widely circulated. 

“It really helps to understand why the 
Soviets were so concerned about ‘Star Wars’- 
bccausc when they looked at the American 
program and compared it with their own 
pathetic designs, I think they just realized this 
was something they could not match,” Pike 
said.

If dummy covers, 
Elast wins and returns the suit for 
three winners. And if dummy 
doesn't cover, a duck by East pro- 
duces the same three heart win- 
ners^

High-tech stalker 
torments family 


‘I just want my life 
back,’ woman says

A mocking, eometlmee menacing high-tech etolker has made Debbie Tamal'e life miserable einca 
December. ‘Sommy’ has plagued the Ontario woman and her family with various pranks Involving 
the tolepbone, television, and electricity. 


. . . EMERYVILLE, Ontario — The trouble 
began in December, when puzzled 
friends told Debbie and Dwayne Tomoi 
their telephone calls to the couple were 
repeatedly being waylaid and cut off. 

A- month later, missed messages and 
strange clickings seemed minor when a 
disembodied voice, eerily distorted by 
computer, first interrupted a call to 
moke hiibsclf known. 

After burping repeatedly, the caller 
told a startled Mrs. Tamai, "I know who 
you are. I stole your voice mail.” 

Mocking, sometimes menacing, the 
high-tech stalker has become a constant 
presence, eavesdropping on family con- 
versations, switching TV channels, shut- 
ting off the electricity — and totally baf- 
fling the electronics experts trying to 
track bis mischief. 

He colls himself Sommy. Neither the 
Tomois nor the police have a clue who 
Sommy is, how he does it or why he has 
targeted thlsfamlly. 

His primaiy aim seems to be taunting 
the Tamais while stumping investigators 
from the Ontario provincial police, the 
local electric company and the national 
phone company, Canada. 

"He told me I can get the best people 


in the world to come in my home and 
' they won't find anything,” Mrs. Tamai 
said. "Tm waiting for the one person to 
come and tell me, ‘I’ve found some- 
thing.’... I just want my life back.” 

Tamai thinks Sommy rigged their 
modest, two-story brick house while it 
was being built last year, intending to 

torment whoever moved in. - - - 

"Anyone could have had access to it 
while it was being built,” she said. "Then 
when we moved in, his fun began. I don’t 
know why he'd pick us out. We’re not 
exddiig people. We work hard, we come 
home, we go to bed.” 

Now they feel trapped. Until the mys- 
tery is solved, the Tamais doubt anyone 
would buy their house, one of five new 
homes along a little cul-de-sac in 
Emeryville, a town of fewer than 1,000 
people on the shore of Lake St. Clair, 20 
miles east of Detroit ' 

"We worked a lot of overtime for this 
house,” Mrs. Tamai said Monday as she 
played tapes of Sommy’s calls for a 
reporter. “We moved from Windsor 
bemuse we wanted to get away from the 
ruckus of dty life.” , 

Inidally, Sommy’s interference was 
mostly annoying. Then his harassment 
turned sinister. 

“He would threaten me,” Mrs. Tamai 
said. "It was very frightening: Tm going 
to get you. I know where you live.' 

"I befriended him, beause the police 
asked me to, and he calmed down and 
said he wasn’t going to hurt me. The
